THE ENGLISH EDUCATIONAL BILL.
Tae British Parliament is busily engaged in
disonssing an Eduoeational bill. But in at- |
tempting to ostablish a general free school
gystem, it is involved in a maze of difficulties |
by the sectarian controversies which have
hitherto kept the masses of Great Britmn su-
slaved in ignorance. The wisdom of the
Awerican polioy of making a broad distine.
gion between religions and sectarian instrue- |
fion is fully vindicated by the dilemma of the
Laglish statesmen, and their experience |
ghould incite us to gnard more carefully than |
ever from innovation our present system, |
Practically, no child is tanght his alphabet nt |
a public school in England until arrange-
mants can be made to simultaneously instil
into his mind the dooctrines of this or that
catechism; and the delays and quarrels |
of Churchmen, Dissenters, and Catholics
lead in many instances to a total neglect of |
secular instruetion. Here, wa insure the latter |
by public appropriations, and leave the wvi-
rious sects to perform their duty in the
churches and the Sunday Schools. In Eng-
land the attempts to combine both forms of
instruction result in numberless cases in
deplorable religious us well as secular igno-
rance. The proposed new system may greatly
improve the educational facilities of English
children; but it geems to be still radically de-
foctive in the provisions which Mr. Bright
unsuccessfully attempted to amend, inasmuch
as the character of the instruclion in the re. |
spective schools is to be snbject to the rega-
lations of vestries or other religious bodies,
The new measure appears well ecaleulated to |
accomplish at least one good end—to greatly |
increase the amount of aid given by the gov-
ernment to popular education, Help has
hitherto been doled out with a mniggardly
hand, and for the advance made in that dirve-
tion the people may ke thankfal. Thers
geems to be no provision, however, for the
normal sohools which are a nesessary adjunet
of every effective system, and an adjournmeut
rather than an adjustment of the sectarian
squabbles which have made the r«nsses of
England the most ignorant ecivilized psople
on the face of the globe.

THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE.
Tae abuse of the franking privilege has be-
come an old story, and, both in and out of
Congress, all right-minded men admit that
the time has come when neither the interests
of the country nor the self-respect of decent
men in either the House or Senate will per-
mit the longer continuance of the scandal.
There are still Benators and Representatives,
however, who contend for the franking privi-
lege, who have the impudence to abuse the
Postinnster-Greneral for his efforts to have it
abolished, and who assert, in spite of the
petitions that have poured in from all parts
of the oountry, that the people are not
opposed to members of Congress using the
Government mails for expressing goods of all
kinds for themselves, their families, their
friends and acquaintances, and all
others whom it may be expedient to
concilinte by a favor that costs nothing to
the giver. It wonld bhave been thought,
bhowever, after all the noise that had been
made about the matter, that members of Con-
gress would use an ordinary amount of dis-
cretion in the disposal of their franks, and in
view of the little difliculty with regard to the
sale of a cadetship that rendered it quite
probable a few days ago that Hon. R. R,
Batler, of Tennessee, would be expelled from
the House in disgrace, that he at least would
have taken some cars toavoid further odinm in
ajmatter of this kind. It is a pleasant jllnstra-
tion of the beauties of the franking privilege,
and the impunity with which members of
Oongress abuse it, when we find ina New
York paper the following document, which

clothes,

Susan has shown hersell to be spunky
heretofore, In fact, she has thrown her
spunk around in such a reckless way that the
world bus come fto regard hor as one of the
very spunkiest women extant. She has now
an opportunity to exhibit a liftle of this
amiable womanly weakness to some purpose.
Let her get the 3200 draft cashed and dedunet
from the smount sufficient to pay all the ex-
penses involved. The surplus, together with
the silk gown and the infantile epistle, should
then be bundled up and expressed to *‘‘Miss
Auna I, Dickinson, Western Spaces, Illinois,”
Such a display of spunk on the part of ‘‘dear
old Susan” will secure for her such a round
of applanse that she will be ina measure
compensated for the infirmities and inconve-
piences of her extreme old age.

PAUPERISM IN PHILADELPHTIA.

Wy publish elsewhere a number of the sta-
tistios embraced in the annual report of the
“Guardians for the Relief and Employment
of the Poor of the City of Philadelphia.” It
will be seen that the total net cost for Alms-
house and out-door relief during last yoar
was %410,280°49, The average population of
the Almshouse was 0288 (an increase
over the previous and all former year),
end out-door relief was administered to
456,570 persons. Pauperism has attained
proportions which would have terribly alarmed
our staid ancestors, and even in our age,
| when public debts and expenditures are popu-
larly regarded with an amazing degree of in-
diflerence, the mnecessity of making some
effort to utilize the labor of the devendent
classes mwust soon be recognized. Under the
present system the aggregate amount of
relief extended is enormous, whether we

consider the expenditure or the number of
persons assisted, while the gross amount of
revenue derived from the renumerative *‘em-
ployment"” of the paupers is extremely small.
The women have done some sewing and the
men & little manufacturing, bul the total
fruits of their labors are not suflicient toeffecta
material reduction in the vast volume of expen-
ditures. Itisproper thatthe Almshouseshonld
bemansged on humane as well as eeonomioal
prineiples, but the necessity of displaying a
humane spirit to oppressed tax-payers should
not be ignored, and in merey to them vigor-
ous efforts should soon be made to diminish
the ever-inereasing burdens of pauperism and
erime. Ivery person oapable of productive
exeriion who is sent to the Almshouse and
the prison should be put at work of some
kind, and the industrious citizens of Phila-
delphin should no longer be compelled to
maintain thousands of able-bodied men ard
women in idleness.

These very
qualities, however, that make them #o very
popular with a large nuwber of readers who
are not, but perhaps ought to be, in the
penitentinry, cerlainly give soms exouse for
the censorship of the warden, if he is de-
nirous that his charges shall make any percep-
tible advance in the ways of righteousness
while they are under penal discipline,

JUDGE JOSEPH P. BRADLREY.,

Toe United States Senate yesterday, by & vote of 46
1o 9, confirmed the nomination of Hon, Joseah P,
Brudley, of New Jersey, to the bench of tne ®n-
preme Courtas the Buccessor of the late Justice
Wayne, of Georgia,

Judge Bradley ls abont 66 yeara of age, and Iora
number of years he has stood at the head of the
legal profession In New Jersey, 1le was born near
Albany, New York, and recelved his education at
Rutgers College, from which he gradusted in 1838
with nigh honors In the same class with ex-Senntor
I'relinghuysen and ex-Governors Newell nud Parker.
For some years after his graduation he was employed
asa a tutor at Rutgers, in the mesntime studying law
i the oMoe of the late Chief Justice Hornblower, of
New Jersey, whose danghtor he sebssguently
married. After belng admitted to the bar he de-
voted himself with zeal to the practice of his pro-
feaslon, and soon galned s lncrative praceioe, Jodge
Bradiey allicd himself with the Republoan party at
its inciplency, and although not an active politl-
cian, he has alded to the full extent of his abllities
in promoting tho success of the party in the State
of New Jersey, At the breaking out of the Retellion
he gave an earnest and hearty support to the Gov-
ernment, and labored zealously to promote the soc-
cess of the Unlon arms during the entire struggle,
In 1662 he allowed himaelf to be nominated for Can-
gress on the Republican tieket, but was defeated by
General Wright, Since then he has ocoupied no
prominent position in politics, but huas devoted him-
selt almoat entirely to his professional duties,

Om the refusal of the Senate to confirm the nomi-
nation of Attorpey-Genersl Hoar to thes Supreme
Bench, the President sent in the name of Judge
Bradley, The same objecticn was made to him as
to the preceding nominee, namely, that he was not
a realdent of the circuit over which he would pre-
gitde. The opposition was particularly bitter on the
part of the Southern Senators, who urgeda the ap-
pointment of & Judge from their own section, Judge
Dradiey, however, overcame the objections of the
majority by sigaifying his intention to reside in the
cirouit i confirmed, and yesterday the Sedate set-
